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1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 9/3/04 and the telephonic 
interview of 9/23/04 and refers to the first Office action mailed 5/3/04. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.3 12. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

In the claims : in claim 5, change "claim 4" to -claim 1— . 

In claim 7, in the structure, change "B" to -R-; in the penultimate line remove 
the comma after "100 kg"; in the fifth line after the structure change "C 5 " to 
~C 6 -s in 1 4-5 from the end delete " preferably a Ci-C 4 -alkyl radical". 
Add the following new claim: -Claim 18. The process of claim 7 wherein G is a 
Ci-C 4 -alkyl radical. — 

In the abstract : at the end of the current abstract add -The polymerization catalyst is a 
metallocene, and the melting or softening point of the polyolefin made using the 
catalyst is at least 20 °C lower than that of the prepolymerized polyolefin. - 

3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Arthur Crawford, Esq., on 9/23/04. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior 
art of record fairly discloses or teaches a process for preparing polyolefins in which the 
difference in melting or softening point between the prepolymerized metallocene catalyst and the 
polymer made using it is at least 20 °C. Although some of the art cited discloses using different 
olefins for the polymerization and the prepolymerization, generally that art refers to Ziegler- 
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Natta catalysts, which are quite different in chemistry from metallocene catalysts, and although 
the problem to be solved by the present claims, namely reducing the fouling of polymerization 
reactors with prepolymerized catalyst particles, is old, the solution appears to be novel and 
unobvious over the prior art. The examiner's amendments merely address minor issues of form.
